3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant 
claims a catalyst-coated ion-conducting membrane for electrochemical devices 
comprising a membrane having front and reverse sides and an edge region, at least 
one catalyst layer, and a sealing material, wherein sealing material is applied in the 
edge region of the membrane and overlaps membrane circumferentially in the edge 
region to a width of at least 1 mm on either the front or reverse side. 
In the prior art of record, Koschany et al., US 6,475,656, teach a catalyst coated 
membrane wherein the sealing material contacts the membrane on both sides of the 
membrane. 

The prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
obvious a catalyst-coated ion-conducting membrane comprising a sealing material 
overlapping the edge of the membrane on either the front or reverse side to a width of at 
least 1 mm.
